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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 8 and 17 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the 
merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The printing method using should be using a " negatively 
chargeable toner containing " a charge controlling agent. Note page 1 lines 9 and 10. 

C/a/7n Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Metz et al in 

view of Chambon et al. Metz et al teaches the use of a complex azo dyes as a colorant 

in a toner composition with the metal azo complex as charge control agents note Col. 

12- Col. 13. Metz fails to teach the 1:2 iron complex of the metal azo dye. Chambon 

teaches the use of a metal complex as a dye in a printing and dyeing note Col. 13 lines 

25-30 and compound of Col. 19 and 20 #6 and 9. It would be obvious to one of ordinary 

skill in the art at the time of applicants' invention with a reasonable expectation of 

success to use the azo dyes in a printing method to have their high thermal stability and 

good dispersability as physical properties of the image. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 24 - 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
either JP 1 1-20317 or JP 2002-264521 . Both teach the azo complex compound with an 
iron metal complex. 

8. Claims 7, 9-16 & 18-23 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
